The invention defined in claims 1-7 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed floor deck 
member for scaffolding, wherein the floor deck member at 
each end has a mounting area designed to rest on a scaffold 
beam and downwardly projecting supporting pieces at each end 
to limit movement of the floor deck member relative to 
opposing scaffold beams when these support the floor deck 
member. The floor deck member has a plurality of elongate 
reinforcing profiled members which are embedded in 
longitudinal ribs on the underside of the floor deck member, 
wherein support ribs are arranged between adjacent ribs. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-7 is novel 
and is considered to involve an inventive step. The 
invention is industrially applicable. 
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
